WASHINGTON, March 21 
rNYTi. — "Certified" automobile 
mechanics, wearing orange, white 
and blue shoulder patches, made 
their debut this week in repair 
shops and service stations in the 
United States. 

But it may take a while to find 
one, as only 8,898 of the country's 
800,000 auto mechanics so far 
have passed certification tests. 

But managers of the certifica- 
tion program have resolved to 
make It “the greatest thing that 
ever happened" to repairmen and 
their customers, 

“The quality of automobile re- 
pair is the leading cause of con- 
sumer complaint in this country," 
says Herbert S. Puhrman, presi- 
dent of the National Institute for 
Automotive Service Excellence, 
“and this is a mammoth first step 
toward solving it." 

The institute, a newly formed 
nonprofit corporation. Is financed 
by' the tests, which will be given 
twice a year at more than 200 
sites throughout the country. They 
are prepared and conducted by 
the Educational Testing Service of 
Princeton, N. J. 

The first tests, which 13,512 
mechanics took, were given in 
November and December. They 
have been graded, and shoulder 
patches were sent last week to the 
8,808 mechanics, or 65 percent, 
who passed one or mare of them. 

plvc tests, each covering a major 
element of automotive repair, were 
offered. Of 8.U3 mechanics who 
toot all five, 1.425, or 17 percent, 
passed them all. 

Those who passed all five are 
getting patches certifying them 
as "general" automobile mechan- 
ics, Those who passed at least 
one test and either failed or did 
not take others are getting 
patches identifying them as quali- 
fied mechanics In one or more 
types of repair.

W A SSENT G TON, March 21 
CIHT). — The Supreme Court to- 
day narrowly upheld the financ- 
ing of public schools ..through 
local property taxes, ruling that 
solutions to the inequities in 
school funding . must come 
through legislation rather than 
through the courts. 

In a 5-to-4 decision, the high 
court found that education was 
not among the rights implicitly 
or explicitly protected by the 
Constitution. 7 • 

justice Lewis F. Powell Jr., 
speaking for the majority, held 
that "it Is not the province of 
this court to create substantive 
constitutional rights in the name 
of equal protection of the laws.” 

A lower federal court had ruled 
that use of the property- tax to 
finance public education - dis- 
criminated against tbs poor and 
thus violated the equal protec- 
tion, clause of the 14th Amend-, 
boent; - 

In reversing this ruling. Justice 
Powell held that the property 
tar system did not discriminate 
against any definable class , of 
poor. 

However, the Justice emphasiz- 
ed that “this court’s action today 
is not to be viewed as placing 
its Judicial imprimatur on the 
status quo. The need ls apparent 
for reform In tax systems which 
may well have relied - too long 
and too hearily- on the local 
property tax.” ‘

ERIE, Pa- March 21 (NYTj. — 
W. A. (Tony) Boyle, the recently 
defeated president of the United 
Mine Workers, denied yesterday 
that he knowingly bad a role 
In arranging tbe 916,000 nntnn 
payment that, toe state of Penn- 
sylvania contends toe murderers 
of his reformist union challenger, 
Joseph A. Yablonski, were paid 
to shoot to death in 1869. 

.Boyle spent five hours on the 
witness stand in his first public 
appearance for questioning under 
oath about toe December, 1869, 
slayings of Mr. Yablonski, his 
wife, Margaret, and their daugh- 
ter. Charlotte, by three gunmen. 

Two of the gunmen and two 
accessories who aided them have 
confessed that they were paid 
to perform the killings by toe 
defendant on trial here, William 
J. Prater, a 53-year -old UMW 
functionary in Tennessee, and by 
Albert B. Pass, 53, the secretary- 
treasurer of tJMW District 19 in 
the Kentucky -Tenn essee coal 
fields. 

Mr. Pass, a Boyle loyalist in toe 
bitterly divided union and a for- 
mer member of the UMW Inter- 
national Executive Board, laces 
a separate murder trial here in a 
few months. 

Boyle Not Charged 

In their confessions, tbe con- 
victed killers said they were told 
that they were committing toe 
murders “for Tony Boyle.” But 
tbe 71-year-old former union 
leader has never been formally 
charged with any criminal ac- 
countability for toe Yablonski 
deaths. 

The pale, b&ldish former union 
president faces a five-year fed- 
eral prison term if he loses an 
appeal on his conviction last 
year for Illegal use of UMW funds 
in the 1968 national election cam- 
paign. 

The Erie County Court of Com- 
mon Pleas was packed with spec- 
tators yesterday for the first time 
since toe Prater trial began here 
on March 9. It was toe scene 
of frequent angry dialogue be- 
tween Boyle and Richard A. 
Sprague, the first assistant dis- 
trict attorney of Philadelphia.

Prison Uprising 
In W. Va. Ends; 

1 Prisoner Killed 

MOUNDS VILLE, W.Va., March 
21 i APi. — Rebellious inmates end- 
ed an uprising at West Virginia 
Penitentiary today and released 
five guard hostages unharmed. 
One prisoner was fatally stabbed 
and two other prisoners wounded 
during the 24-hour Incident. 

A short time after the settle- 
ment was announced by Gov. 
Arch A. Moore jr., prison offi- 
cials said fighting broke out be- 
tween black and white prisoners. 

Officials said that soon after 
the release a “minor disturbance" 
occurred between black and white 
inmates. The trouble ended 
quickly and the prisoners return- 
ed to their cells. 

The five prison guard hostages 
walked out of the prison with 
Gov. Moore. They looked pale, 
but did not appear to have been 
harmed. The end of the uprising 
came after a morning of talks 
between representatives of 200 
rebellious Inmates and state of- 
ficials. 

Gov. Moore said the inmates' 
list of demands presented at this 
morning's negotiations totaled 15. 
but there were two which “under 
no circumstances would I agree 
to.” 

He said those two demands 
were for freedom from prosecu- 
tion ip connection with the dis- 
turbance and tor toe right to 
carry as much cash with them 
in the prison as they wished. 

Nevada Governor 
Held Talks With 
H ughes in London 

CARSON CITY, Nev.. March 21 
CNYT).— Gov. Mike O'Callaghan 
said yesterday that he flew to 
i ^mdp n last weekend for a two- 
hour private meeting with Howard 
Hughes over the future of the 
millionaire's Nevada gambling 
holdings.

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Fifty-one days after the signing of the 
Vietnam cease-fire agreements, the two 
South Vietnamese sides have finally got 
down to talking about the political future oT 
their land. For the first time in the long 
series of Vietnam conferences the common 
language of the participants Is Vietnamese. 
By rights, this Paris conference should be the 
culmination of a decade of war. the forum 
at which at last can be exercised “the South 
Vietnamese people's right to self-determina- 
tion." in the words of the truce agreements. 
These documents blandly declared that yO 
days would be a reasonable period for tile 
two sides to reach agreement on their inter- 
nal affairs. 

Nothing that has happened in Vietnam 
since the cease-fire, nothing said at the 
opening of the Paris meetings on Monday, 
gives room for any confidence that the two 
South Vietnamese administrations are even 
close to the spirit of "national reconciliation 
and concord'' prescribed for them by the 
diplomats. National elections, creation of the 
tripartite National Council, demobilization 
of armed forces — all these matters which 
the South Vietnamese were supposed to settle 
on their own seem as Illusory now as ever. 

Did anyone ever honestly believe that it 
would be otherwise? Diplomatic rhetoric 
aside, the best that could have been hoped 
for from the cumbersome political machinery 
envisaged by the cease-fire agreements was 
the transfer of the South Vietnamese power 
struggle from the military to the political 
arena. This remains a possibility, but the 
portents are not comforting. 

Far from moving toward a Vietnamizatlon 
of the peace, the charges traded by Hanoi 
and Washington these days suggest that the 


two capitals intend to remain as deeply 
engaged in South Vietnam's future as they 
were at the height of the war. Hanoi’s ap- 
parent violation of the truce terms, its dis- 
patch of heavy military equipment toward 
its forces In the South, signal that it has 
no expectation of replacing the military 
struggle with purely political maneuver. The 
latest reports of a slowdown In this Infiltra- 
tion, while welcome for the immediate fu- 
ture. do not change this longer-term de- 
sign. 

President Nixon's terse warnings about the 
violations may have been heeded for the 
moment, but they still raise an ominous 
question about his vision or future American 
responsibilities in South Vietnam. The 
direct Ui3. interest in the cease-fire structure 
remains to obtain the release of the Amer- 
ican prisoners of war. According to The 
schedule which has been more or less respect- 
ed, that will have been completed next Wed- 
nesday. After that point has been passed, 
the Issue will be whether the Nixon ad- 
ministration considers itself to have any con- 
tinuing obligation to guarantee the terms of 
the cease-fire agreements.

The priorities badly need to be straightened 
out in debate over the Jackson amendment, 
which would condition congressional approval 
of equal tariff treatment — raost-favored-na- 
tion iMPN) status — for Russia on an end to 
Soviet harassment of Jews and others wish- 
ing to emigrate.

til the Soviet government had taken a fresh 
look at the situation and made the admitted- 
ly difficult decisions it must make to ease 
Itself off the exposed and untenable position 
It has put itself in on emigration. It chould 
go without saying that occasional token 
waivers of the education tax for publicity 
purposes are no substitute for a sustained 
demonstration.

Justice Clark said, ranging from 
"abusing a public animal? to 
"disloyalty to the United States” 
and "other nffprmp*: such as dis- 
honorably failing to pay a debt, 
malingering, straggli ng , pander- 
ing, and assault with intent to 
commit murder in between.” 

Judge is Quoted 

Hb noted a statement concern- 
ing the General Article by Chief 
Judge Kenneth j. Hbdson of the 
Army Court of Military Review 
that “we can’t defend our use 
of it In this modem world.” 

The case before the Court of 
Appeals involved a Marine Corps 
private, Mark Avrech, who was 
eonvlcted.by a court-martial after 
attempting to publish a state- 
ment questioning UB. involve- 
ment in Vietnam while he was 
serving there in 1969.

Greece Ousts Injured Dutch Newsman 


ATHENS, March 21 ttJFD.— 
The Greek government today 
ordered the expulsion of a Dutch 
newsman who was injured a day 
by policemen clearing stu- 
dent protesters from Af.hpn* Uni- 
versity Law School 

Government spokesman Byron 
Stamatopoulos told a hastily con- 
vened news conference tonight 
that .he had ordered Albert 
Coerant expelled for inciting the 
students to violence. Mr. Coerant 
said he acted only as an observer. 

Mr. Coerant, 44, a correspon- 
dent for Vara Radio and Televi- 
sion in Holland. BRT Radio in

daily Hefc P&rool, was the seventh 
newsman ordered to leave the 
country by the present regime, 
which took power in April, 1967. 

"Coerant, oblivious of his 
journalistic duties, played the 
role of political instructor to the 
students,” Mr. Stamatopoulos 
said. He Mr. Coerant in- 
cited students "to break windows, 
to use fire extinguishers against 
police and insulted officers.” 

Newsman Was Hos pital i ze d 

The newsman, hospitalized 
after being beaten by police yes- 
terday, raid he was Inside the 
building only as an observer and 
had left before police were or- 
dered to evacuate the students. 

He said he could not leave 
Greece immediately because he 
was under medical observation. 
He added, “You cannot leave in. 
one minute a country where you 
have spent 10 years of your life." 
His wife Is Greek and his 9 -year- 
old son speaks only Greet, he 
said. 

Mr. Stamatopoulos said 50 stu- 
dents were arrested yesterday but 


were being released. "They will 
not be prosecuted. This Is the 
most lenient government in the 
world he said.

France Decides to Set Up 
No More Dormitory-Cities 


PARIS, March 21 (UPI). — 
France today ordered an end to 
further construction of giant 
hpiadng complexes, once thought 
the solution to mass housing 
needs. 

Olivier GniGhard, Minister of 
Equipment and. Housing, an- 
nounced the government's deci- 
sion »nri said studies shown 
that the giant suburban com- 
plexes, often called dormitory- 
cities, encouraged social segrega- 
tion. 

"We are asking that the size of 
apartment complexes be hrought 
down to a reasonable level." Mr. 
Gukihard said. "Otherwise, we 
open the door to social segrega- 
tion in housing, which is lament- 
able.” he added. 

The greater Paris region is dot- 


ted with the complexes, which 
have drawn increasing criticism 
for being impersonal, of cheap 
construction and of difficult ac- 
cess to Paris far workers. 

"There will be no more Sar- 
celles," said a radio news an- 
nouncer. almost gleefully, refer- 
ring to the best-known of the 
dormitory complexes. It Is a pHot 
project north of Paris housing 
50,000 to 60,000 people. 

The decision follows a recent 
judgment by President Georges 
Pompidou on much of modem ar- 
chitecture around the French 
capital. He called many of the 
structures "sad and inhuman.” 

“We must find some other for- 
mula,” said Mr. Gnichard. He 
added that the new regulation in- 
cluded clauses for limiting high- 
rise apartment houses.

NEW YORK, March 21 (NYT). 
—Robert Cushman MurphjT 85, 
one of the world's foremost au- 
thorities on marine birds, rtfed 
Monday at his home in Stony 
Brook, N.Y. 

Associated with the American 
Museum of Natural History for 
many years, Mr. Murphy was 
among the earliest and the most 
vocal advocates of conservation, 
talking about ecology long before 
it became fashionable. 

For him. a bird in the bush 
was virtually certain to become 
one in his hand. This likeli- 
hood was established in the 
course of 60 years of adventurous 
expeditions and studies of thou- 
sands of oceanic and land birds. 
Many of these trips were under- 
taken for the Museum of Natural 
History, with which he was as- 
sociated freon 1921 until his death. 

Mr. Murphy (he was usually 
called "doctor” although he never 
found the time to acquire a PhD) 
wrote about 600 scientific and 
popular papers for periodicals 
ranging from. Natural History to 
The New York Times. 

Discoveries 

In addition to unearthing the 
bones of the moa, an extinct 
New Zealand bird, he was the 
discoverer of a colony of 
cahovtrs in Bermuda, petrels long 
believed extinct. 

The name Murphy became the 
eponym of two mountains, one 
on the coast of the Amundsen 
Sea and the other in the icy 
fastness of South Georgia island, 
tt is also attached to a bird, a 
fish, a spider, a lizard and a 
loose. 

"The official name of the louse 
is Eurymetopus Mvrphyi," he 
once explained, adding: 

"In Kn g Hsh that would be 
Murphy’s mallophagan. It's a 
feather louse, very partial to the 
albatross. As a scientist, I’d as 
soon have a louse named for 
me as a mountain.” 

Mr. Murphy’s monumental 
scientific work was "Oceanic 
Birds of South America.” His 
most readable book lor the lay- 
man was “Logbook for Grace.” 
an account of his first expedi- 
tion, in 1912. to South Georgia 
Island. "Logbook” was an ad- 
venture story, a travelogue and 
a scientist's notebook. The Grace 
was his wife, the former Grace E. 
Baratow. 

Constantin von Dietzs 

FREIBURG. West Germany, 
March 21 (UPI).— Prof. Constan- 
tin von Dietze, 81, a leader of 
the anti-Nazi “Confessing Church” 
and president of the synod of 
the Evangelical church in Ger- 


many from 1955 to 1961. died to- 
day. 

The Nazis arrested Prof. Dietze 
for the first time in 1938, because 
of his leadership of the anti- 
Fasdst "Confessing Church” and 
his connections with the groups 
around Pastor Martin Niemoelier 
and Karl Goerdeler. 

In 1944, he was sentenced 
to Ravensbruck concentration 
camp, where he remained until 
the Nazi collapse. 

He became rector of Freiburg 
university in 1946.

NEW YORK, March 21 (Reu- 
ters) .—Mark Weinbaum, 82, editor 
of the anti-Soviet Russian-lan- 
guage newspaper Novoye Kuss- 
koye Slovo for tbe past 48 years, 
died Monday of a heart attack.

Divorce Granted

Novelist Alexander Solzhenitsyn 
has been granted a divorce from, 
his first wife, clearing the way 
for his marriage to Natalya Svet- 
lova, who has borne him two 
sons. 

There was no nfficiai announce- 
ment. The report came from 
friends of Mr. Solzhenitsyn. 

Tbe long-delayed decision was 
taken March 15 by the divorce 
court at Ryazan, a city 120 miles 
south of Moscow, where Mr. 
Solzhenitsyn and Natalya Alek- 
seyevna Reshtovskaya, his wife 
of 25 years, lived before the 
separation. 

The final divorce action 
probably means that Soviet au- 
thorities have consented to have 
the Nobel Prize winner live in tile 
capital. Like other Soviet citi- 
zens, Mr. Solzhenitsyn needs a 
permit to live in Moscow and 
cannot move here legally unless 
he has & wife or blood relative 
already in the city.

WASHINGTON, March 21 
CWP),— Federal Reserve chair- 
man Arthur F. Burns told a con- 
gressional committee today that 
the United States “is to no way 
committed to defend or help 
defend any exchange rate or any 
particular set of exchange rates” 
as part of its agreement with 
other nations to reshape the 
world's monetary system. 

In the mast precise explana- 
tion so far of what the United 
States considers its “commit- 
ment” to be, Mr. Bums said that 
this country will “help maintain 
orderly exchange markets." But 
at the same time, it was made 
clear that ‘"we ourselves will de- 
termine when and on what scale 
to intervene, after consulting 
with other nations." 

Mr. Bums was testifying before 
a House Banking subcommittee in 
support of the bill which would 
accomplish the formal devaluation 
of the dollar by 10 percent, by a 
revaluation of the price of gold 
to S42J22. 

In a colloquy with Rep. Henry 
S. Reuss, D., Wls„ Mr. Bums 
promised that the United States 
would not intervene to protect an 
unrealistic rate for the dollar. 

"I would go even further," Mr. 
Bums added. “When we do In- 
tervene, you can trust me as a 
tender. The exchange risk we as- 
sume will be kept to a minimum.** 

Both Mr. Burns and Treasury 
Under Secretary Paul A. Volcker 
expressed a broad degree of op- 
timism about the transition to a 
durable monetary system relative- 
ly free of crisis. 

lists Impressions 

Mr. Sums listed five "general 
impressions" he “ brought back 
from last week's series of Euro- 
pean conferences arranged to set- 
tle the 'world monetary distur- 
bances. 

• There has been “a dramatic 
change" in the tanking of finan- 
ciers and businessmen who for- 
lermly looked on floating rates 
“with horror.” Now, he said, the 
prospect of floating or more 
flexibility “is rather calmly ac- 
cepted, and by some as prefera- 
ble.”

Goods Orders 
In U.S, Rise 
.8% in Month 

WASHINGTON. March 21 
(Reuters ;. — New orders tor dura- 
ble goods rose a seasonally- 
adjusted 0E percent, or $296 mil- 
lion, in February, the Commerce 
Department reported today. This 
followed a 4.8 percent increase In 
new orders in. January. 

Unfilled orders of durable goods 
in February increased L6 percent 
or $1,354 billion, to $83,943 biDion, 
seasonally adjusted. This followed 
an 0.8 percent rise in January. 

The increase in new orders was 
attributed by the department 
primarily to Increases in primary 
metals ($505 million) and dura- 
bles other than transportation 
equipment and machinery. 

These increases were partially 
offset by large decreases in trans- 
portation equipment ($510 mil- 
lion) and machinery ($230 mil- 
lion). 

A rise in shipments was due 
chiefly to increases in primary 
metals ($390 million) and dura- 
bles other than the transporta- 
tion and the machinery indus- 
tries which declined by $185 mil- 
lion and $110 minion, respective- 
ly. 

The Increase in unfilled orders 
was led by primary metals ($480 
rmiHrm y the machinery indus- 
tries ($330 million) and fabricat- 
ed meted products ($230 million).

Besides, Mr. Bums claimed, ttm 
United States had made a small 
profit, “if we use standard ac- 
counting techniques.** 

On related matters, Mr. Bums 
said that “the dollar Is still the 
most important International 
currency, although that is some- 
what less true today than It was 
two months ago.” He noted that 
"to some degree,” the German 
mark has become a reserve cur- 
rency. 

His observation about a UjS. 
trade surplus by 1975, he conced- 
ed, could turn out to be wrong, 
but he believed that it would 
develop despite the heavy UB. 
dependence on energy imports. 

Mr. Burns emphasized “the 
very large changes" in exchange 
rates, in favor of the United 
States. For example, the cumu- 
lative appreciation through 
March 13 of the Japanese yen 
against the dollar since the 
Smithsonian agreement stands at 
43 percent. 

In other testimony. Treasury 
Under Secretary Paul A. Volcker 
disagreed today with Mr. Bums, 
who recently suggested that a 
world monetary reform plan could 
be worked out fn three months 
by July 1. Mr. Volcker said he is 
not in favor of "an artifically im- 
posed deadline.” That would, "not ~ 
be helpful in my own personal 
opinion,” he said.

Trading volume accelerated as 
the market fell. Indicating that 
nervous investors were disinclin- 
ed to resist the trend. Turnover 
on the Big Board came to 16.08 
million shares, up sharply from 
yesterday's 13.25 million and the 
most in two weeks. 

Technicians will be watching 
closely tomorrow to determine 
whether the Dow Jones Index can 
rebound from the support area 
around 940, as it did on several 
occasions earlier In tbe year.

Sharp declines were ail over the 
ticker tape and the glamour 
stocks with relatively high price - 
earnings ratios appeared especially 
vulnerable to the selling on- 
slaught. Texas Instruments 
plunged 10 to 166, Polaroid 
dropped 8 3/4 to 128 3/4, Motorola 
was off 7 at 108 1/2 and IBM was 
down 7 1/4 at 430 1/2. 

In most cases, there were no 
corporate developments to blame 
for the weakness. Fairchild 
Camera provided a glaring exam- 
ple. The stock slid 4 3/4 to 51 1/8, 
even though management issued 
a statement that it knew of no 
reason for the decline. 

The day's most active issue, 
Equity F unnin g, sank 3 1/2, or 
15.1 percent, to 18 3/4 on volume 
of 524,000 shares. In a single 
trade, a block of 368,300 shares, 
the issue plunged from 23 1/4 to 
19 1/4. , .

A diamond lead would bare 
settled South'.- fate, but West 
chose to lead a spade. Dummy's 
jack was covered by the queen, 
and South made a gcod move by 
ducking to retain control. 

East knew that South had held 
up the spade ace. He therefore 
shifted to the heart nine in an 
attempt to stop a spade ruff in 
dummy South tried the queen, 
his best chance, and West was in 
a crucial position when he won 
with the king. 

If West had followed his part- 
ner's line of defense by returning 
the heart six. he would have 
stopped the spade ruf: but would 
have made South a happy man. 
The declarer would have won 
with the heart ace. established 
clubs with a club ruff and played 
a third round of trumps. The 
three club winners in dummy 
would then have taken care of 
the spade and diamond losers in 
the closed hand 

A .shift to a black suit by West 
would have been equally unavail- 
ing, but West was alert and led 
the diamond eight, attacking 
dummy’s entry. A duck by South 
▼Tiuld have been a g've-up play, 
so he took the ace and played 
clubs, discarding a diamond on 
the second round and ruffing the 
third. Next he played spades, 
ruffing the third round with 
dummy’s remaining trump to 
reach this position:

FREDERICK JACKSOS TURNER 
Historian, Scholar , Teacher 
By Ray Allen BiRington. Oxford University Press. 539 pp. $17 j

TJTHEN Frederick Jackson Tur- 

" ner proposed his "frontier 
thesis” in 1883, a great epoch of 
American history was drawing to 
a close. An obscure government 
census pamphlet had noted that 
the country’s unsettled area was 
no longer discernible, that “there 
can hardly be said to be a fron- 
tier line.” In short, the west- 
ward migration . that had occu- 
pied Americans for more than 
two centuries was ending. 

Turner was a historian who 
sought to explain the American 
people to themselves in terms of 
their frontier experience. Put 
simply, he thought the frontier 
had had a profound democratiz- 
ing influence on American insti- 
tutions, that it was the main 
reason why American democracy 
was so distinct from anything 
Europe bad known. Free land 
on the frontier had prevented 
the growth of large estates and 
had attracted men who wanted 
to better themselves. "The fron- 
tier," Turner wrote, "was a gate 
of escape from custom, class 
restraints, economic and social 
burdens.” 

Today, 41 years after his death 
and despite quibbles over the de- 
tails of his work. Turner's fron- 
tier remains one of the 

key interpretations of American 
history. Yet hardly anyone out- 
side the historical profession Itself 
knows who Turner was. (When 
the. executive council of the 
American Historical Association 
was asked to select the six great- 
est historians In the nation's his- 
tory. Turner was named first on 
every ballot. > Now Ray BilUng- 
ton, an accomplished historian in 
his own right, has given us a 
superior biography of the man 
and his ideas. Working with a 
life essentially devoid of drama, 
Mr. BHlington baa uncovered an 
old-fashioned story of quiet ad- 
venture. 

The book is most important as 
the history of an idea, which Mr. 
Billington discusses with real 
authority and an awareness of 
Turner's shortcomings as well as 
his contributions. 

Frederick Jackson Turner was 
a man at home in the Midwest. 
He was born Nov. 14, 1861. In 
Portage, wk, a town just emerg- 
ing from pioneer days. As a boy 
he read widely, but be later re- 
membered the .major influences 
in his early life to be his family . 
and the* "quasi-frontier atmo- 
sphere of central Wisconsin.” 
Young Turner realized early that 
life in Portage was different from - 
what It was In more established 
communities. He grew to love 
nature and to recognize that " 
civilization was overrunning it in 
the American West. “Had Tur- 
ner been city bom and bred.” Mr. 
Billington suggests, '“he would 
almost certainly not have evolved 
his frontier thesis." 

As a student at the University 
of Wisconsin In the 1880s, Turner 
discovered an intellectual excite- 
ment in history. Prof. William 
Francis Allen pointed him toward 
a study of the West. Staying on 
to do graduate work. Turner be- 
came a part of the faculty at 
Madison. *T do not talk anything 
now but Western history," he 
recorded. What especially inter- 
ested him was the occupation of 
a continent and the distinctive 


Ideas and institutions results 
from that occupation— priacjj 
among them democracy . a 

federation. 

Mr. Billington . is excellent - 
the intellectual sources of Tt 
ner'S Ideas. Those who inn^j 
ed him most were political ecc

famous paper on - “The Sigcj 
cance of the Frontier in An» 
con History." He was 31 ya 
old. ' 

The frontier was ending. *Jr 
ner began. It had shaped' ! 
nation's institutions by fbrei 
them to a<tapt to th» chnwp py . 
an expanding people. On J 
frontier, civilization was pert, 
nialiy reborn. Frontier demoas 
was thus selfishly individual, i 
tolerant of administrative? 
perience and education, a 
zealous for individual liberty'::' 
spaaued many of the distinct 
social and intellectual tadfe; 
Americans; coarseness 
strength, inquisitiveness, pne 
caJity. and inventiveness^ 
pediency, materialism, a rdfr 
energy, and the exuberant 
freedom. _ . 

With the closing of the 
tier. Turner concluded, the f 
period of the nation’s hist 
ended. Americans must no® 
perience a major shift in t! 
national psychology, adjust 
their economy, politics and <£' 
lives to a closed-space world. "

“Emile had a terrible cold in 
Paris," Albert said. “Also, four 
days before the fight with Cohen 
he suffered a slipped, disk, and 
took a shot for It. 

“He also was taking medica- 
tion for his cold. The doctor 
said the medication, which was 
bought in a drug store, was very 
good. Naturally, Emile never 
made a big deal over his cold 
or his slipped disk. He was 
never one to alibi.'’ 

Albert said that the former 
champion, 35, was given a urine 
test before the fight but he 
never recalled such a test after 
the fight. He said that he did. 
not know how the French fed- 
eration arrived at its findings. 

Griffith has another light 
scheduled in Paris April 6 and 
is scheduled .to meet Carlos 
Monzon of Argentina for the 
world middleweight crown in 
May.

Alt Prepares for Ken Norton and His Hypnotist

NEW YORK. March 21 (NYTV — San 
Diego, cradle of California civilization and 
home of Archie Moore, has just added an- 
other tourist attraction £0 a treasure-trove 
that already included CabiJllo National 
Monument, the Sta rlig h t Opera, Nate 
Colbert . and the world's largest outdoor 
organ. 

Muhammad All arrived yesterday to un- 
veil his torso for West Coast eyes for the 
first time in a decade. Having received 
610,000 for training expenses, he will live 
free with his retinue in the LeB&ron Hotel 
until Mareh 31. . For a fee a $200,000, he 
will endeavor to fight 12 rounds or less 
that afternoon with Ken Norton, himself 
possessor of the shapeliest physique this 
side of Michelangelo's David. 

It may surprise some that there are 
people who believe firmly that Norton will 
beat the former heavyweight champion of 
the world bug-eyed. They are Ken Norton, 
his hypnotist, his trainer, and the five 
partners who have been buying sirloins for 
the fighter since he was sprung from the 
Marine Corps four years ago. 

“We are not smoking opium," Robert 
Biron said yesterday. “We really think 
Ken has a great Shot" 

Biron is a former executive vice-president 
of General Dynamics, subsequently vice- 
chancellor for business and finance at the 
University of California and now a LaJolIa 
hotel owner and land developer. He is one 


of the partners fn Holiday Fi gh ters, which 
owns and operates Norton. 

Norton's hypnotist is Dr. Michael Dean, 
a Ph. D. from Northwestern University who 
has been teaching Ken the power of positive 
thinking for more than two years. During 
that time Norton has fought 14 times, won 
14 times, aud tat-m the No. 8 spot in Ring 
magazine's world heavyweight ratings. 

This gives hypnotism a Ring record of 
two for two. Back in tile 1930s, a nightclub 
magician and hypnotist named James V. 
Grippo employed his gifts in the service 
of Mello Bet ting an agreeable lefthander 
out of Bridgeport, Conn. 

“You will be courageous, you will be 
bold," Jimmy Grippo would tell the fighter, 
his large brown eyes skewering Melio 
through glittering lenses. “You shall not 
languish, you will overcome" 

One night Bettina woke up and flattened 
Tiger Jack Fox for the light-heavyweight 
championship, which he held for several 
months before a fresh kid from Pittsburgh 
named Billy Conn punched his face off and 
gingerly offered to bust Grippe’s glasses to 
boot. 

“Back in 1970," Biron said. “Jose Luis 
Garcia came up from Venezuela with no 
record that we knew anything about. Ken 
had had 15 bouts and was just beg inn ing 
to learn bis business. The only fighting he 
bad done before we took him over was in 
the Marines. He had been a great all- 
around high school athlete to Jacksonville. 
111., and he played two years of football 


and basket ball at college but never boxed 
until he enlisted. He won three heavy- 
weight titles in the Marine Corps but 
there were- a lot of rough edges when he 
got out. 

“We didn't know Garcia had bad more 
100 fights and had gone 12 rounds 
with Vicente Rondon. He caught Ken 
cold with a punch in the first round and 
Ken didn't remember anything after that. 
He fought on instinct and was leading on 
ail the rmrr i n when the bell rang to end 
the seventh round. The referee didn't hear 
it. Thirteen seconds later Garcia nailed 
Ken, and toe referee stopped the bout. 

"I protested to the commission and they 
agreed it should have been ruled no con- 
test but said the rules didn't give them 
power to reverse the referee. They changed 
the rule at their next meeting. 

“Ken and all of us had been over- 
confident. That’s when we called on Mike 
Dean, who believes it possible to motivate 
a person positively by post-hypnotic sug- 
gestion. He talks to Eddie, who tells him, 
Ken is dropping his left hand,’ or 'He needs 
to straighten out the right.' We think the 
results have been rather spectacular. 

“Ken listens more attentively to his 
trainer, he carries out instructions, he has 
learned toe difference between self-con- 
fidence and over-confidence. He has been 
running six miles a day and sparring eight 
or nine ro unds at Q iUman 's Hot Springs 
up to the mount ains . We are not settling 
for a 12-round defeat.”

Aaron Is Calm 
About Record

WASHINGTON, March 21 
fWP). — Several New York Yan- 
kees were watching Hank Aaron 
take batting practice before the 
first game of the 1957 World 
Series against Milwaukee when 
Yogi Berra said: 

“Hey. kid, you're bolding your 
bat wrong. It’s supposed to be 
with the label up." 

To which the young outfielder 
replied: 

*1 didn't come here to read." 
Aaron ' hit three . home runs 
during that Series, but New York 
won, and Hammerin’ Henry still 
carries a bit of a New York com- 
plex with him as he goes forth 
this season alter Babe Ruth’s 
magic 714 mark. 

Aaron has 673 home runs. Be 
was 39 years old on Feb. 5. The 
feeling In the Atlanta training 
camp at West Palm Beach, Fla., 
this spring is that their maw will 
break Ruth’s record. This year, 
maybe. By 1974. definitely. 

?*It this was the Yankees’ train- 
ing camp, or the Meta’, I'd have 
20 or so writers buzzing around 
all the time, ftjJting the same 
question," Aaron said. “Here we 
don’t have that. We’ve got our 
regular couple of guys and that’s 
about it." 

Pressure Works 2 Way* 

Aaron feels that his talents 
would have been better appreciat- 
ed had he been fortunate enough 
to play in the Big City. He ad- 
mits, however, that such pressure 
works both ways. 

‘Tf (Roger) Maris h ad been 
playing outside New York, he’d 
probably have t a k en the pressure, 
the year he hit his 6L as well 
as anyone. If I was playing is 
New York I probably couldn’t 
take it either, . but I’d have a 
break there. ’ 

“This year, though, I’m prob- 
ably better off not playing in 
a large city. There’s going to 
be pressure es I get close, but 
I believe IH be able to take it. 

‘Td say I have a better-than- 
eren chance of breaking the 
record, altho u gh there are many 
Us’ involved." 

The pressure this man from 
Mobile, Ala, is about to encounter 
is tremendous. Many old-time 
baseball fans do not want to see 
Ruth's record dismantled. And 
there are still those who would 
resent a black man overtaking, 
the Babe. 

For the record, as the profes- 
sionals prepare for the 1973 sea- 
son, it should be noted that Aaron 
stands on the threshhold of 
numerous lifetime records. For 
example:

If, for rea- 
sons of . age or Injury, Aaron 
should fall short of Ruth in the 
National League during the next 
two seasons, the American 
League’s new designated -pinch- 
hitter rule could do it- far him. 

If the Dodgers' Claude Osteen 
WOUld pitch regularly n gainid: 
Atlanta, Aaron would have it 
made. Aaron has hit. 13 homers 
off the Los Angeles lefty, giving 
Osteen second place in Aaron's 
victim list behind former Dodger 
righthander Don Drysdale, 17. 

Aaron has hit a home ran on 
every date, of the major league 
calendar except nine. The 21 st 
of the month has been the most 
productive, with 35. Of hia 673 
homers, 350 occurred with no 
teammates on base, 226 came with 
one on, 83 with two on and 14 
with the bases loaded. 



Epstein Is Anxious to Return 
1 To A’s; Finley Is Interested

In explaining why he’d like to 
return to the A's, Epstein men- 
tioned close friends he has on the 
team, the chance playing on a 
winner again, the opportunity to 
make more money, his wife's 
parents who live in the Bay Area 
and his business interests in 
Nevada. 

Among those business interests 
are bis trailer park at Lake Tahoe 
and his 243,000-acre ranch east 
of Fallon, Nev. 

When he can work out his 
schedule, such, as when the 
Rangers have no game, Epstein 
Is taking flying lesrons here to 
make life on the range easier. 

It was on a plane, flying from 
Cincinnati to Oakland after the 
second game of last year's World 
Series, that Epstein got Into a 
disagreement with manager Dick 
Williams that led to Ills depar- 
ture. 

“There were a few other things 
before that,” Epstein added, “but 
I can’t go into them. I might be 
going back. But there's no ani- 
mosity, no bitterness. When I 
was traded. Charlie and Dick no- 
tified me in a conference call. I 
thanked them for the opportunity 
to play for them and to play in 
a World Series."

“That'S a great idea." said 
Joey » Cement Feeti Magino of 
Buffalo. “How do we do it?' 

■■First.'' said MastreUa. “we set 
up a corporation called 'Mafia 
Enterprises.’ We copyright the 
name so no one can use it 
without our permission. Tnen 
we start offering books written 
btr our own people to the pub- 
lishers. We tell them. Aou 
want a book on the Mafi3, well 
give you a boot on the Mafia. 


It will be straight from the 
horse's mouth. Then they give 
us a contract." 

-A contract?’’ Flat Nose Gam- 
bollo of the Bronx family said. 
"We going to put a contract out 
on the publisher?” 

"No. you stupid jerk" Mas- 
treUa said. “A contract is a 
signed piece of paper saying the 
publisher will pay us for the 
book.” 

* * * 

“I never heard of a contract 
like that." GamboUo said. 

MastreUa Ignored lilm. “Now 
we keep the movie rights, the 
pocketbook rights, the TV rights 
and the sweatshirt rights. If 
they want to make a movie of 
the book they have to come to 
us. Wc sell the movie rights 
for one million doUars and pro- 
vide technical advisers for one 
thousand dollars a day." 

“I gotta question," said Don 
Fanatelli. "Suppose we gotta 
book about the Mafia and the 
Bronx family sells their book 
to the movies first.

MastreUa said. “That's a good 
question.

sells their movie rights to Walt 
Disney."

When Winning Is Harder Than Losing 


By Henry Pleasants 


T ONDON 1 jSlT 1 . — “it's tough to be a 
loser in a big international music com- 
petition, but it can be tougher to be the 
winner. The loser has plenty of company. 
The winner is suddenly alone. The prob- 
lems of winning are more difficult than 
those of losing. 

“For the loser," continues Garrick 
Ohisson, 24. 6-feet-4, 230 pounds, bearded 
and bespectacled, the first American to 
win the International Chopin Com- 
petition in Warsaw (1970), “it's a philo- 
sophical shrug of the shoulders, and back 
to the old keyboard, or fiddle, or whatever. 
For the winner, ft Is suddenly a new world 
and a new life — big engagements, 
managers, interviews, photographers, re- 
cording, radio, TV. etc. All the things 
you dreamed of, but now It's no longer 
just a dream." 

Guido AJmone-Marsan, the American 
who. last week, won the Rupert Foundation 
Conducting Scholarship for a year as 
assistant to Andre Previn with the London 
Symphony Orchestra, knows exactly what 
Ohlsson means. By a singular coincidence, 
while Ohlsson was playing a London 
debut recital in the Queen Elizabeth Hall, 
last Thursday, AJmone-Marsan, next door 
in the Royal Festival Hall, was conduct- 
ing the I£0 in the concert which was a 
part of his reward as winner of the com- 
petition.

Experience 



Ohlsson speaks from ripe experience, 
mostly as a winner. On his way to War- 
saw he had already won international 
competitions in Bolzano fl966> and Mon- 
treal (1968). AJmone-Marsan, born la 
Turin, raised in Chevy Chase, Md. (his 
father is a neurologist at the National 
Institutes of Health in Bethesda), and 
educated at the Eastman School of Music 
in Rochester, can also speak from 
experience, mostly as a near- thing loser. 

Be was second in the Guido Contelli 
Contest in 1969. third in the Mitropoulos 
Contest in New York In 1970, and third in 
the Cantelli Coutest of 1971. In Chicago, 
next month, he will be a finalist in the 
Georg Solti Competition, bringing the win- 
ner a cash prize and a concert with the 
Chicago Symphony. 

Ohlsson. in Warsaw, had reckoned his

chances as pretty good. And with an al- 
ready impressive international competition 
track record, he was better prepared than 
most for the challenges of victory. Even 
so, he acknowledges now. with almost 200 
concerts and recitals behind him. that he 
is playing better than he did in the engage- 
ments that came immediately as a con- 
sequence of victory. 

“The contest circuit is one thing,” he 
told me following his London debut, “the 
concert circuit quite another, the catch 
being that the contests are just about the 
only avenue to the concerts. It's like 
jumping from the minors to the majors In 
sports. One night you’re playing In East 
Scranton, the next you are out there with 
the Philadelphia Orchestra. There's a dif- 


ference. Either you bring your ga m e up 
to the new requirements and expectations, 
or it’s back to Bast Scranton." 

Ail Ovation 

Guido AJmone-Marsan (the name Is 
Piedmontese) had no such high expecta- 
tions when he arrived In London last 
Sunday to face a field of 25. But 48 hours 
later he was the winner, and 48 hours and 
two rehearsals after that, he was acknow- 
ledging an ovation from the LSO and a 
packed Royal Festival Hall for. his reading 
of Berlioz's Symphonic Pantastique. 

Even more than for Garrick Ohlsson, It 
had been a traumatic experience, not the 
least of the trauma for a young conductor 
being the thrill and the challenge of con- 
ducting for the first time, one of the world's 
great orchestras. In a matter of days he 
win be accompanying the orchestra on an 
American tour. Then comes the Solti 
contest. Early In May he will be moving 
to London from Copenhagen, where he 
and his Danish wife have been living. 

Ohlsson anfl a jmnnp-MaT-« t ^n agree that, 
while the contest circuit may not be the 
ideal preparation for a career, or even 
a fool-proof means of selecting talent, any 
question of its value is now irrelevant. 
There is, essentially, no other way to the 
top. 

“Theoretically and ideally," says Ohlsson, 
who garnered rave notices far bis debut 
here, “an artist ahmiifl be able to weak 
his way up by exposing himself to audience 
and critical scrutiny in public concerts. 
That's the way it used to be. But 
nowadays, especially among pianists and 
violinists, there are simply too many, and 
the too many are too good. You can 
spend a lot of money financing your own 
conceits. You can harvest a brochure 
of good notices and nothing happens. 

“The contest, for the winner, is a launch- 
ing pad, and it's a rough launch. You go 
aloft fast, and you go high. Staying aloft 
is up to you. and you had better not get 
caught up there with nothing more up 
your sleeve— or In your fingers — than the 
concerto or two that won you the contest,” 

As both Garrick Ohlsson and Guido 
Ajmone-Mars&n will tell you, the loneliness 
of the long-distance runner Is not unlike 
that of the contest winner. He, too, still 
has a long way to go.
